Cold Snap Grips 'Pass 
In 'Old-Time' Winter 

One of the longest cold snaps 
that has been endured for many 
years is being experienced in the 
Crowsnest Pass and southern Al¬ 
berta. Old timers describe the 
weather as “this is what the old 
winters used to be like.” 

The cold snap dipping down to 
over 40° below zero and hanging 
on for over a week has been ac¬ 
companied by continuous snowfalls 
and strong north-east winds caus¬ 
ing blizzard conditions almost every 
day. Department of highway snow 
removal crews and local town 
crews have been working around 
the clock to keep highways, streets 
and alleys open.

Dr. K. Adler, Medical Officer of 
Health, Chinook HeaJth Unit, wish¬ 
es to remind all residents of this 
area, that booster doses of Oral 
Polia Sabine Vaccine, are neces¬ 
sary to keep their immunity at a 
high level. Infant and preschool 
children require a booster every 
three years, school children every 
four years and adults require a 
booster every five years. If in 
doubt contact the offices of the 
Health Unit, where your records 
are maintained, and the informa¬ 
tion will be given as to whether 
boster doses are due. 

Any pre-school child, entering 
school in September, 1969, who 
has not had Measles, should be 
given Measles vaccine.

Report From 
Parliament' Hill 

In the rush to expediate agree¬ 
ment for bringing about the chang¬ 
es in the procedures of Parliament, 
several very important poirits were 
allowed to pass without sufficient 
attention. 

It will be recalled that on Dec. 
20 th, the Government and the 
Opposition compromised to end the 
debate on changes and procedures 
which debate might have dragged 
on into the holiday season. Hie 
bulk of observants of Parliament 
are agreed that the changes will 
lead to more efficiency in Parli¬ 
ament. 

In the debate leading to the com¬ 
promise, the Opposition charged 
thalt one section of the proposed 
new rules, clause 16A, would un¬ 
dermine Parliament and lead to 
the Prime Minister or the Govern¬ 
ment House Leader becoming a 
dictator. 

Rule 16A provided for a proced¬ 
ure for allotting the time of Par¬ 
liament. Without such a provision 
debate could drag on intermin¬ 
ably as in the flag debate. Under 
the sysem which would have ap¬ 
plied if Rule 16A were adopted, 
the House Leaders of all Parties 
would meet to decide on the allot¬ 
ment of time. In the event of dis¬ 
agreement, the Governmenlt House 
Leader would be able to decide on 
his own. Any provision which 
would not allow the Government 
House Leader to maintain a sig¬ 
nificant degree of control over de¬ 
cisions of the meetings of the 
House Leaders would in effect 
negate the Party system of Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The first point which emerges 
from the foregoing is that the 
House Leader would be able to 
allot time on his own only in the 
event of disagreement among the 
House Leaders. Sufficient empha¬ 
sis has not been placed on the fact 
that only in the event of disagree¬ 
ment among the House Leaders 
would the Government House 
Leader assume any additional 
power. 

The second fact which was not 
conveyed was 'that the new rules, 
including 16A, were not drafted by 
the Government but by a commit¬ 
tee made up of all parties in Par¬ 
liament. For this reason the charge 
that the Government was atempt- 
ing some evil deed was unwarrant¬ 
ed. 

The charge of dictatorship was 
intended by the Opposition to at¬ 
tract attention of the public to the 
rules debate. It had not the. in¬ 
tended effect. It is not likely that 
those who levied the charge believe 
in, it. For if a simple change in 
one rule could undo the evolution¬ 
ary process of Parliament which 
had proceeded for 700 years, then 
our democracy is on a very thin 
footing and Parliament had bet¬ 
ter take a very serious look at 
itself. 

Foster Porents 
To Be Honored 

Alberta foster parents of five 
years’ standing or longer are to be 
honored in a series of ceremonies 
throughout the province in the next 
few weeks. The Minister of 
Public Welfare, the Hon. Ray 
Speaker, is to attend as many of 
the ceremonies as possible to say 
“thank you” to foster parents on 
behalf of the entire community. 

Over 600 of Alberta’s 5,000 foster 
palrents will be presented with 
certificates of service for over five, 
10 and 15 years. About 300 are in 
Edmonton, 175 in Calgary, 20 in 
Lethbridge and in Wetaskiwin, 15 
in Camrose, Medicine Hat and Red 
Deer. In other centres, there are 
between 10 and 15 foster parents 
who will receive certificates. 

The certificates acknowledge 
each couple’s contribution to the 
social well-being of the commun¬ 
ity by looking after the unfortun¬ 
ate children who lose their parents 
temporarily or permanently. At 
each ceremony, recognition will be 
made by a speaker of the signifi¬ 
cant role thalt foster parents play 
in the community. Members of 
the public are welcome to attend 
the event in their area. 

The minister will attend cere¬ 
monies in Edmonton, Calgary, 
Wetaskiwin, Camrose, Red Deer 
and Lethbridge. Departmental of¬ 
ficials will officiate at other cen¬ 
tres.

Does your organiaation need a 
shot in the arm? I challenge you 
women who are involved in clubs 
or organizations of one kind or 
another to ask this question of your 
group and answer it truthfully. I 
think that in most cases the answer 
will be a definite YES! In my 
work and travels about the district, 
I’ve attended a good number of 
meetings of women’s organizations 
and with few exceptions, this is theV 
one most obvious fact. 

Ways to Improve Your Organiza¬ 
tion: With the arrival of the New 
Year, most organizations have 


elected ,their new executive. Their 
first duty should be to review: 

1 Why does the organization 
exist? In most cases, it exists be¬ 
cause there was a common need 
among a group of people to ful¬ 
fill this need,, an organization was 
formed. However, does this need 
still exist; or has it been fulfilled 
through the organization? If the 
latter be the case, do yourselves a 
favor and disband. Why drag on 
with ill-attended meetings and apa¬ 
thetic members? Once the need 
has been satisfied, interest will 
quickly disipate. One solution to 
this problem is to find another 

< common need among members 
that should be statisfied and alter 
your organization to accomplish 
that desired end. 

2 Study why you are not attract¬ 
ing younger women. If your group 
was formed 10 to 20 years ago, do 
you still follow idle same proced¬ 
ure week in, and week out; month 
in, mouth out. Adapt to the times 
and the existing common needs 
among the members. Set definite 
aims and pertinent objectives. 
Perhaps then you’ll draw in young¬ 
er members to keep your organiza¬ 
tion alive. 

3 Advertise: iRe-acquaint the 
community as well as your group 
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with the organization. 

4 Spend more time on the es¬ 
sentials of the organization. 

5 Work together with other or¬ 
ganizations for ithe common good 
of the community. 

6 Make your organization more 
aware of the needs of the commun¬ 
ity and districts around it. 

7 Review books and magazines 
which may help in any phase of 
club work. 

8 Change the structure of the 

organization if necessary, so that 
finances aren’t such a burden. 

Alt your next meeting, review 
some of these suggestions and take 
a long hard look at your organiza¬ 
tion. The good of improving your 
organization may then be achiev¬ 
ed. 


Low Blood Pressure 

Many people mistakenly think 
low blood pressure and a low blood 
count are one and the same. Low 
blood pressure and low Wood count 
are two entirely different condi¬ 
tions, says The Canadian Medical 
Association. 

Low Wood count generally de¬ 
notes a tower than normal hemo¬ 
globin content or oxygen-carrying 
opacity of the blood; in other words 


anemia. This is always a symp¬ 
tom of some underlying disorder 
and requires careful investigation 
to determine its exact cause. 

low blood pressure describes 
the situation in which a patient’s 
blood pressure —the force at which 
the Wood is bedhg pumped through 
the blood vessejT — is lower than 
one would expect — when compar¬ 
ed to others of the same age group. 
(The term is also used in condi¬ 
tions of shock or hemorrhage where 
the low Wood pressure is present 
and represents the body’s reaction 
to the specific causes). 

The CMA says it is unwise and 
unfair to tell a person who feels 
well and has no specific symptom 
that he has tow blood pressure— 
simply because this was detected 
during a routine medical examina¬ 
tion. Such a person is probably 
bettor off in the tong run than the 
person with a blood pressure that 
is considered normal. 

One symptom that is related to 
so-called low blood pressure is 
dizziness, due to postural hyper¬ 
tension. The patient usually has a 
semhse of dizziness, particularly on 
suddenly changing position from 
lying to sitting or standing. This 
is really of no great significance, 
and can be eliminated completely 
by changing positions more slowly.

Coho Salmon 
For Alberta 

Hon. tt. A. Ruste, Minister of 
Alberta Department of Lands and 
Forests, has received confirmation 
from Urban C. Nelson, Commis¬ 
sioner for the Alaska Department 
of Fish and Game, that his State 
has authorized a gift of one hun¬ 
dred thousand Coho Salmon eggs 
to the Province of Alberta. 

The salmon eggs will arrive by 
air in Calgary on Jan. 10th and 
delivered to ithe Fish and Wildlife 
Division’s Fish Hatchery. 

The eggs will be reared to finger- 
ling size and planted in Cold Lake, 
approximately 150 miles northeast 
of Edmonton, sometime next sum¬ 


mer. The eggs are expected to 
hatch on or about Feb. 1st. 

This marks the first time that 
Coho Salmon, a native to salt 
water will have been introduced 
into Alberta’s fresh water. 

The State of Michigan is the only 
other area in North America that 
has attempted to carry out such 
plantings on a large scale in fresh 
water. 

The department's fisheries biol¬ 
ogists expect that the fish will 
reach the 10 to 14 pound stage at 
the end of their second year fol¬ 
lowing planting. Similar introduc¬ 
tions into Lake Michigan resulted 
in a 18-20 pound fish during the 
same period of time. 

The biologists are presently 
studying other lakes in the prov¬ 
ince for additional Coho plantings. 

It is believed that the plantings 
will also help to stimulate addi¬ 
tional tourism to the area. 

Roots or other organic material 
under the ground may burn slowly 
and cause fires to persist during 
heavy rains or travel under the 
earth for considerable distances.
